In  submitting  ny  ninth  Annual  Report,  once  more  I  must 
thank  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staff  for  their  willing  help 
an.'?  co-operation  in  the  whole  work  of  the  Health  Department 
w'lj.ca  has  been  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner  during  the 
'rear.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
have  occurred  in  the  Leek  Urban  District  during  the  past  year. 
Thin  mu3t  be  due  to  the  efficacy  of  the  Immunisation  scheme  which 
is  now  showing  its  good  results.  There  has  been  no  major 
epidemic  during  the  year  although  we  had  177  cases  of  Msasle3 
notified  mainly  amongst  the  under  five  population.  No  deaths 
occurred  from  Measles,  The  general  health  of  the  population  has 
been  good  although  one  notes  that  the  recovery  from  illnesses  is 
delayed  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  fats  in  the  normal  diet. 
There  is  still  an  urgent  need  for  more  houses.

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR? S  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  leek  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  fifteenth  Annual 
Report  being  for  the  year  1948,  and  in  doing  so  have  followed 
the  suggestions  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  3/49 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
cattle,  calves  and  pigs  slaughtered  with  a  corresponding 
decrease  in  the  number  of  sheep.  Altogether  542  visits  were 
made  to  the  slaughterhouse  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  of 
carcases,  a  weekly  average  of  10.4.  The  work  ha3  proceeded 
smoothly  and  once  again  I  am  pleased  to  place  on  record  the 
assistance  and  co-operation  we  have  received  from  the  Manager, 

Mr.  F.  Foster,  and  the  Staff  at  the  slaughterhouse. 

Elsewhere  in  the  report  will  be  found  the  details 
of  our  activities  of  pest  (or  rodent)  control.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  excluding  sewers  267  inspections  wore  made  and  118 
treatments  given. 

The  number  of  new  houses  constructed  during  19A8  was 
49.  Although  we  still  have  a  comparatively  long  waiting  list 
of  applicants  for  houses  the  occupation  of  those  already  built 
has  eased  the  situation  but  more  are  required  before  the  majority 
of  the  real  hardship  cases  can  be  dealt  with. 

Finally,  Gentlemen,  I  should  like  to  place  on  record 
ny  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  understanding  shown  to  me 
at  all  times  by  the  Msdjoal  Officer  of  Health  and  the  loyalty 
and  assistance  I  have ' always  received  from  the  willing  Staff  of 
the  Health  Department 0 


There  was  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  use  during  the  year 
and  542  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspection. 

The  number  of  carcases  inspected  was  7,121  comprising 
2,359  Oxen,  1,142  Calves,  3,493  Sheep  and  122  figs, 

164  whole  carcases  and  the  following  organs  were  found 
to  be  unsound  or  diseased  and  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption.

RODENT  CONTROL. 


Two  sewer  treatments  were  done  during  the  year.  One 
in  March,  the  other  in  September.  Altogether  245  manholes 
were  baited  and  of  these  57  showed  takes,  chiefly  partial. 
There  were  156  inspections  made  of  private  dwellings  and  82 
treatments  were  carried  out,  82  visits  were  paid  to  third 
party  premises  and  19  treatments  were  carried  out  under  this 
portion  of  the  scheme.  The  Council's  tip  continues  to  be  a 
source  of  trouble  and  was  inspected  on  22  occasions.  14 
treatments  were  necessary  during  the  year. 


It  was  necessary  to  inspect  the  banks  of  the  river 
Churnett  on  7  occasions  and  3  treatments  were  found  necessary. 


It  may  with  advantage  be  stated  here  that  for  one 
treatment  it  is  usually  necessary  to  pre-bait  on  three 
consecutive  days  with  wholesome  food,  poison  on  the  fourth  day 
and  visit  again  on  the  fi^th  day  to  pick  up  dead  rats  and  the 
remainder  of  the  poison  baits  in  order  to  ensure  the  latter  are 
disposed  of  so  as  not  to  endanger  children,  livestock  etc.
